STATES IS IN WORLD WAR 


Tatter George Explain* m Sermon Some of Reason* We are En- 


gaged m Tttank Stranfc u>d How Each One Can 


Help to make Snceen Auored. 


That there are many reasons why 


-we are in the world war, and also that 
-there are many reasons why every 
one of us should put forth efforts to 
do our bit to win the war, was clearly 
shown by Rev. Robert A. George, 
-pastor of ".he Congregational church, 
In his sermon Sunday evening. 


Speaking on the subject, "Our Bit 


-in This Titanic Struggle," the pastor 
-explained how and why the United 
States became involved in.the war, 
and advanced many reasons why the 
people should all make sacrifices to 
.help win the war. 


A synopsis of Rev. Mr. George's 


sermon is as follows: 


In the minds of a number of peo- 


ple there, is a question whether this 
government is justified in entering 
this war, whether the large outfay of 
money, the sacrifices, the possible 
slaughter of our young men, the dis- 
rupting of the social and economic 
Jabrtc of society, whether this war, 
"with all it involves, has sufficient, 
deep lying and justifiable cause. 


As best I can I ain to explain here 


the reasons _we have entered upon it, 
and the great principles at stake. 


We are not fighting for any exten- 


sion of territory, nor for a place in 
the sun, nor because we want to 
fight, but we are in this great war for 
two great reasons. 


First,* we are fighting because of 


the destruction of American lives, 
American ships, American commerce, 
American property on the high seas. 


Previous to this every civilized na- 


tion accepted and honored the law 
that in time of war.a merchant ves- 
sel, neutral or belligerent, should not 
be sunk by an enemy of war vessel, 
unless the lives and the passengers 
and crew were first made sate. This 
rule of the sea-has always been en- 
forced. 
When this war broke out 


4hts nation insisted that this great In- 
ternational law should be observed 
by all warring powers. 


September 1, 1916, Germany gave to 


4U* government the following assnr- 
Hnce: "Liners will not be sunk by 
submarines 
without 
warning and 


without .the safety of the lives of the 
non-combatants, provided the liners 
do not try to escape." This promise 
was promptly violated by Germany in 
•the sinking of the British steamer 
Arabic, which was sunk, and three 
American lives were lost. Under pro- 
test of this government, Germany dis- 
avowed this act. Scarcely had the 
disavowal 
been 
uttered, when the' 


Italian steamer Ancona was torpedoed 
without warning and seven American 
.lives lost. 


January 7,1916, the German govern- 


ment again assured the United States 
that German submarines In the Med- 
iterranean would not sink merchant 
vessels except In accordance with the 
teneral principles of- International 
law. 


The German government promptly 


proceeded to disregard all such as- 
surance* and continued to sink ves- 
sels. 


After a thteat by this government 


•to (ever all diplomatic relations, the 
Oerman government gave definite 
^Maurance that new orders had been 


Issued to German naval commanders 
to observe the well known principle* 
of International law. Again, in spit* 
.of tit***'repeated assurances, the Oer- 
man government proceeded to sink 
ve***l* without warning and without 
securing the cafety of the pusongtre 
and crew*. 


Germany had in the meantime been 


frantically building submarine and 
•when *he had a sufficient number 
ready, she threw off 'her mask, re- 
nounced all her preview guarantee* 


* and January »1 of this rear gave the 


following notice: 
"Germany will 


neat the Illegal measures of her 
enenlrn by forcibly instituting a tone 
around Great Brttlan, France \ and 
Italy aid In the eastern Mediterran- 
ean. All (hip* within that lone will 
be rank." 
.'•InXthe earlier stage* of the contro- 
veny the pad flats had said that 


-American people should remain off 


all *hlp* carrying an allied flag, and 
that tal* country *houM not l» In- 
volved because a few American live* 
were lost. The answer I* that by all 


of International law the live* of 


.•II Mitral* «|M*M be *af«twrded by 


all warring powers. 
Again, the 


answer is that there were net enough 
American ships carrying the Ameri 
can flag to furnish transportation to 
American business men, diplomats, 
consular officers and others engaged 
in peaceful pursuits. 
Many Ameri- 


cans were obliged to sail under for- 
eign flags. 


Finally, Germany said: "You can 


not sail the seas in certain zones un- 
der your own flag; you can not have 
commercial relations with Great Brit- 
Ian, France or Italy, or even with any 
neutral nation, and if we find an 
American ship In the neighborhood of 
allied countries, that ship will be 
sunk." 


In the fiscal year of 1917, our total 


exports to Great 
Britian, France, 


Italy and Belgium amounted to S3,- 
457,000,000. 
Our exports to these 


countries represent the surplus of our 
farms, mines and factories, and If we 
were denied such a market our sur- 
plus farm products would rot in the 
fields and many of our factories would 
be closed and suffering and disaster 
would overtake this land. 


If we had yielded to the insolent or- 


der of the German tyrant he would 
have destroyed at one stroke three 
and a half billion dollars of our com- 
merce, our ships would have been

NEW AUTO LAW WILL FORCE 


DRIVERS TO USE MORE CARE 


One of the Principal Change* I* Requirement that State 


Collect the License Money-More Stringent Rule* 


for Driven are Laid Down. 


Shall 


Whether the automobile license law 


provides for the collection of the full 
sum named in the act or only one- 
half, there are a number of matters 
contained therein that affect all mo- 
torists. When the act takes effect, 
Jan. 1, 1918; it will not only cover the 
registration of automobiles and the 
issue of license numbers by the state, 
but the driving of motor vehicles by 
persons under 14, the equipment with 
brakes, horn.ltghts and dimmers, and 
the licenses of chauffeurs will be reg- 
ulated. 


A section of the act prohibits mu- 


nicipalities and counties from collect- 
ing any license or registration fee on 
any motor-drive vehicle, save that 
they may charge up to 50 per cent, of 
the state license for the registration 
of vehicles used for hire. 


Application blanks 
whereby 
the 


state licenses may be procured from 
the state comptroller, have been sent 
to Sheriff Morris, and may be pro- 
cured at his office. The law requires 
every automobile owner to file an ap- 
plication for the registration of his 
car, setting forth the name of the 
manufacturer, type, style and factory 
number of the vehicle, character and 
amount of motor power, according to 
the A. L. A. M. rating; the name, 
age, residence and business address 
of the owner; the name of the county

the applicant, which shall be of metal, 
6 inches wide by 15 Inches in length, 
or larger, and show in bold characters 
the year, registration serial and num- 
ber, and state. The law provides the 
motorist must display the plate, one 
in front and one at the rear, so that 
the side rays of the tail light Illumin- 
ate it; and that It must be fastened 
so as to prevent swinging. 
It is 


against the law to display on the ve- 
hicle at the same time any number 
assigned to it under any other motor . 
vehicle law. 


Registration must be renewed an- 


nually, the fees provided for in the 
act being $2 for motorcycles; |5 for 
automobiles and other motor driven 
vehicles with a seating capacity of 
one and not more than five persons; 
$12 for automobiles of more than 25 
horsepower and 
not 
more than 40 


horsepower; $15 for automobiles of 
more than 40 horsepower; $30 for 
automobiles sti- more than GO horse- 
power; and $100 for any type of au- 
tomobile seating 10 or more passen- 
gers. Motor trucks are to be licensed 
at $10 for trucks of not more than 
one ton; $25 for trucks of from one 
to two tons; $35 for trucks of more 
than two and under four tons, and 
$1UU for trucks of more than four 
tons. 


The claim that through a joker, 


which, though detected, was not cor- 
rected to be effective this year, only 
one-half of the fees must be paid by 
motorists,, has been advanced. The 
act sets forth that where application 
is made for registration between Jan. 
1 and June 30 the fee shall be one- 
half of the prescribed rate, and as 
the amendatory act 
contains 
the 


clause making It effective July 
1. 


1»U, apparently the ene-haU rate 
will be effective on registration tor 
, 


1918. 


Definite rules are laid down In the 


act concerning the transfer of owner- 
.. . 


ship, the burden of notifying the 
comptroller within ten days being on 
the party buying the car, who must . 
set forth his name, etc., and pay a 
transfer fee of $1. A purchaser of a 
machine which has been previously 
operated under a dealer's license may 
operate It for 15 days, provided the 
dealer's tag is left on the car, and he 
has made application for registration 
before so operating the car. No per- 
son may drive a car who Is under 14 
years of age unless he Is accompanied 
by a duly licensed chauffeur or by the 
owner of the car. 


Dealers are required to fill out ap- 


plications and pay a fee of $15 an- 
nually, whicji entitles them to. a num- 
ber prefixed by the letter "M," with 
five plates bearing the same to be as- 
signed to cars while in their hands for 
• 


sale. It more than five license platea 
are require*, additional one* can be 
obtained by the payment of $15 for 
each set of five, bat the number* can 
not be used on cars operated by a 
manufacturer or dealer, for private 
use, business or for hire. 


Exemption is given to non-resident 


owner* of machine*, other than for- 
eign corporations doing biulne** in 
Florida, who have compiled with the 
provisions of the law* of the foreign 
country or state and shall display hi* 
registration number. 
The exemption 


Is restricted. However, to noa-reil- 
dents whose state grants like privi- 
leges to motor vehicle* registered un- 
der the laws of Florida.

STATES IS IN WORLD WAR 


Tarter George Explain* in Sermon Some of Reason* We are En- 


gaged in Titanic Straggle and How Each One Can 


Help to main Success Autared. 


That there are many reasons why 


-we are in the world war, and also that 
-there are many reasons why every 
one Ot us should put forth efforts to 
do our bit to win the war, was clearly 
shown by Rev. Robert A. George, 
rpastor of *.he Congregational church 
in his seimon Sunday evening. 


Speaking on the subject, "Our Bit 


-in This Titanic Struggle," the pastor 
-explained how and why the United 
States became involved in.the war, 
and advanced many reasons why the 
people should all make sacrifices to 
.help win the war. 


A synopsis of Rev. Mr. George's 


sermon ig as follows: 


In the minds of a number of peo- 


ple there, is a question whether this 
government is Justified in entering 
this war, whether the large outfay of 
money, the sacrifices, the possible 
slaughter of our young men, the dis- 
rupting of the social and economic 
fabric of society, whether this war, 
"with all It Involves, has sufficient, 
deep lying and justifiable cause. 


As beat I can I atn to explain here 


the reasons _we have entered upon it, 
and the great principles at stake. 


We are not fighting for any exten- 


sion of territory, nor for a place in 
the sun, nor because we want to 
fight, but we are in this great war for 
two great reasons. 


First,* we are fighting because of 


the destruction of American lives, 
American ships, American commerce, 
American property on the high seas. 


Previous to this every civilized na- 


tion accepted and honored the law 
that in time of war.a merchant ves- 
sel, neutral or belligerent, should not 
be sunk by an enemy ot war vessel, 
unless the lives and the passengers 
and crew were first made safe. This 
rule of the sea-has always been en- 
forced. 
When this war broke out 


4hts nation insisted that this great In- 
ternational law should be observed 
by all warring powers. 


September 1, 1915, Germany gave to 


4hi* government the following assvr- 
tance: "Linen will not be sunk by 
submarines 
without 
warning and 


without .the safety of the lives of the 
non-combatants, provided the linen 
do not try to escape." This promise 
was promptly violated by Germany In 
•the sinking of the British steamer 
Arabic, which was sunk, and three 
American lives were lost. Under pro- 
test of this government, Germany dis- 
avowed this act. Scarcely had the 
disavowal been uttered, when the' 
Italian steamer Ancona was torpedoed 
without warning and seven American 
.lives lost. 


January 7,1916, the German govern- 


ment again assured the United States 
that German submarines In the Med- 
iterranean wouW not sink merchant 
vessels except In accordance with the 
general principles of- International 
law. 


The German government promptly 


proceeded to disregard all such as- 
surance* and continued to sink vcs- 


Aftcr a thteat by this government 


to sever all diplomatic relations, tha 
•German government gave definite 
•^Maurance that new orders had been 


issued to German naval commanden 
to observe the well known principle* 
of international law. Again, in (pit* 
.of the** repeated assuranc«s, the Gar- 
man government proceeded to sink 
vessel* without warning and without 
securing the safety of the passenger* 
and crew*. 


.Germany had in the meantime been 


frantically building «ubmarm*s and 
when aha had a 
sufficient number 


ready, she threw off 'her mask, re- 
nounced all her previow guarantee* 


. and January SI of this rear gave tha 


following notice: 
"Germany will 


meet the Illegal measures of her 
enemlm by forcibly Institutinga *one 
around Great Britlan. 
France \ and 


Italy and In the eastern Mediterran- 
ean. All ships within that ion* will 
M sunk." 
.'•InNthe earlier stage* of the contro- 
v«rsy the 
pacifists 
had said that 


-American people should remain off 


«ll tblp* carrying an allied flag, and 
that this country should not b» In- 


volved because a few American live* 
w*r* tost. The answer Is that by all 


1 ratal of iDtematlonal law the live* ot 
* .all Mattel* ahemM be safeguarded by 


all warring powers. 
Again, the 


answer is that there were net enough 
American ships carrying the Ameri- 
can flag to furnish transportation to 
American business men, diplomats, 
consular officers and others engaged 
in peaceful pursuits. 
Many Ameri- 


cans were obliged to sail under for- 
eign flags. 


Finally, Germany said: "You can 


not sail the seas In certain zones un- 
der your own flag; you can not have 
commercial relations with Great Brit- 
Ian, France or Italy, or even with any 
neutral nation, and if we find an 
American ship in the neighborhood of 
allied countries, that ship will be 
sunk." 


In the fiscal year ot 1917, our total 


exports 
to Great Britlan, France, 


Italy and Belgium amounted to S3,- 
457,000,000. 
Our exports to these 


countries represent the surplus ot our 
farms, mines and factories, and if we 
were denied such a market our sur- 
plus farm products would rot in the 
fields and many of our factories would 
be closed and suffering and disaster 
would overtake this land. 


If we had yielded to the Insolent or- 


der of the German tyrant he would 
have destroyed at one stroke three 
and a half billion dollars of our com- 
merce, our ships would have been

NEW AUTO LAW WILL FORCE 


DRIVERS TO USE MORE CARE 


One of the Principal Changes I» Requirement that State 


Collect the License Money-More Stringent Rules 


for Drivers are Laid Down. 


Shall 


Whether the automobile license law 


provides for the collection of the full 
sum named In the act or only one- 
half, there are a. number ot matters 
contained therein that affect all mo- 
torists. When the act takes effect, 
Jan. 1, 1918; it will not only cover the 
registration of automobiles and the 
Issue of license numbers by the state, 
but the driving of motor vehicles by 
persons under 14, the equipment with 
brakes, horn.llghts and dimmers, and 
the licenses of chauffeurs will be reg- 
ulated. 


A section of the act prohibits mu- 


nicipalities and counties from collect- 
ing any license or registration fee on 
any motor-drive vehicle, save that 
they may charge up to 50 per cent, of 
the state license for the registration 
of vehicles used for hire. 


Application blanks whereby 
the 


state licenses may be procured from 
the state comptroller, have been sent 
to Sheriff Morris, and may be pro- 
cured at His office. The law requires 
every automobile owner to file an ap- 
plication for the registration of his 
car, setting forth the name of the 
manufacturer, type, style and factory 
number ot the vehicle, character and 
amount of motor power, according to 
the A. L. A. M. rating; the name, 
age, 
residence and business address 


of the owner; the name of the county

assigned to it under any other motor 
vehicle law. 


Registration must be renewed an- 


nually, the fees provided for in the 
|act being $2 for motorcycles; |5 for 
automobiles and other motor driven 
vehicles with a seating capacity of 
one and not more than five persons; 
$12 for automobiles of more than 25 
horsepower and 
not more than 40 


horsepower; $15 for automobiles of 
more than 40 horsepower; $30 for 
automobiles sti- more than CO horse- 
power; and $100 for any type of au- 
tomobile seating 10 or more passen- 
gers. Motor trucks are to be licensed 
at $10 for trucks of not more than 
one ton; $25 for trucks of rrom one 
to two tons; $35 for trucks ot more 
than two and under four tons, and 
$1UU for trucks of more than four 
tons. 


The claim that through a

which, though detected, was not cor- 
rected to be effective this year, only 
one-half of the tees must be paid by 
motorists,, has been advanced. The 
act sets forth that where application 
is made for registration between Jan. 
1 and June 30 the fee shall be one-

Definite rules are laid down In the 


act concerning the transfer ot owner- 
ship, the burden of notifying the 
comptroller within ten days being on 
the party buying the car, who must 
set forth his name, etc., and pay a 
transfer fee ot $1. A purchaser of a 
machine which has been previously 
operated under a dealer's license may 
operate It for 15 days, provided the 
dealer's tag is left on the car, and he 
has made application for registration 
before so operating the car. No per- 
son may drive a car who Is under 14 
years of age unless he Is accompanied 
ay a duly licensed chauffeur or by the 
owner of the car. 


Dealers are required to nil out ap- 


plications and pay a fee of $15 an- 
nually, whlcji entitles them to. a num- 
ber prefixed by the letter "M," with 
five plates bearing the same to be as- 
signed to cars while In their hands for 
sale. It more than five license plates 
are required', additional ones can be 
obtained by the payment ot $15 for 
each set of five, bat the number* can, 
not be used on can operated by a 
manufacturer or dealer, for private 
use, business or for hire. 


Exemption is given to non-resident 


owners of machines, other than for- 
eign corporations doing business in 
Florida, who have compiled with the 
provisions of the laws of the foreign 
country or state and shall display his 
registration number.

leges to motor vehicles registered un- 
der the laws of Florida.

When war first 
broke out lu Europe and faratghted 
men and women saw that this country 
might ultimately become involved the 
directors of tbe Bed Cross began to pro- 
pare on a large scale for such a* emer- 
gency. Up and down tbe hud went 
organizers urging public spirited citi- 
zens In cities all over the country to 
establish units and raise funds for hos- 
pital equipment 
As this- meant in 


each instance the raising of from $25,- 
000 to $30,000 for something whose use- 
fulness was In tbe minds ot the gen- 
eral public very problematical, the task 
was no light one.

already organized forty-four base bos 
pltal units—thirty-nine for tbe army 
and five for tbe navy, which wIB be 
ready to be turned over to tbe govern- 
ment with then- equipment as fast as 
they are asked for. Already seven of 
these have been sent abroad for tbe 
use of tbe allies, and the balance are 
ready to go at a day's notice.
